C? rile applicable lime limit for entering the national phase will, subji*!'! lo wlial is ssiid in the rollowing parsigrsipli, be 30 MONTHS from 
the priority date. nt)i tinly in respect of any elected Office if a demand for international preliminary e.xamination is filed belore the 
expiration of 19 monihs frt>m the priority date, but also in respect of any designated Office, in the absence t>f filing of such demand, where 
Article 22( 1) as modified with effect from 1 April 2(K)2 applies in respect of that designated Office, for further details, see (luz.rtir
